Suggestions for 
Greater Balboa 
Made by Harding 


BALBOA. Aug. 14.—Plans for a 
greater Balboa were suggested in 
an interview with F. W. Harding 
of this city. Mr. Harding said: 
“The first great improvement is 
to provide 
an 
adequate 
water 
supply. 
“A great many of Balboa’s citi­ 
zens have noticed an article in our 
town paper that a move Is on foot 
to widen Central avenue to create 
more parking space, from Wash­ 
ington street to Alvarado; and to 
this end, purchase from property 
owners a strip on the north side 
of Central avenue at an estimated 
cost of $200,000. This is impracti­ 
cal, as we have no building prop­ 
erty to spare in Balboa. 
"At the time Balboa was 
laid 
out there was little thought that 
automobiles would come into gen 
oral use, and no thought of 
auto 
congestion, or of opening a 
town 
site without first building a 
rail­ 
road track to operate a horse or 
cable car. Conditions have changed 
in 30 or more years. 
Now 
nine- 
tenth of the people go and cornbin 
automobiles. 
The time has come 
when Balboa must 
create 
more 
parking space. 
“This could be accomplished by 
getting the Pacific Electric to re­ 
move their tracks and poles as far 
wert as Alvarado street, or East 
Newport, and deed the land back 
to the city; and the 
city 
could 
then pave the entire width of Cen­ 
tral avenue and give the 
Pacific 
Electric a 99 year 
franchise 
to 
operate busses from the end of 
their car line through to the penin­ 
sula. This would be of great value 
to the Pacific Electric as well as 
Balboa, giving additional parking 
space for 10(H) or more cars, and 
a 16 foot drive on both sides of 
Central avenue. 
“Another thing worthy of men­ 
tion, and an advantage to Balboa, 
is to build a horse-nhoe pier from 
Palm sfe e t, running out into the 
ocean, and connecting 
with 
the 
present pier on Main street. 
“So let's be broad minded and do 
it in a way to bring the greatest 
good to the greatest number ot 
people.”

THE CLUTTER OF THINGS 


A good deal has been said lately about leisure and 
its proper use. 
It has been said that people already 
have too much time which is so poorly enjoyed that 
it does not deserve the agreeable name of leisure. 
Sarah Cleghorn, writing in The Survey, makes two 
noteworthy suggestions along this line. 
“Vie need,” she writes, “communal leisure. 
We 
need not single persons separately released from their 
cages for a few minutes, but a communal holiday 
heart. 
We need a widespread blitheness, that can 
concentrate together in some gay creative impulse, 
and bloom into art.” 
She suggests two things that stand in the way of 
general enjoyment of such leisure. 
The first is eco­ 
nomic insecurity. 
Too many workers are afraid of 
losing their livelihood. 
The other is the “clutter of 
things”— and here rich and poor suffer alike. 
Thousands of pretty tags and ingenious mech­ 
anisms lie heaped up in the way of any simple and en­ 
joyable habit of mind. At all events many of us feel 
half suffocated in buyable!. 
From time to time we long for a hut, a den, a 
. camp with rough-sawn floor and tin dishes. 
In our 
I hearts we know that this isn’t primarily to escape the 
actual labor of taking care of these things, and using 
them enough to justify having them; but the demand 
of something else in us that wants the room in life 
which these take up.” 
Sometimes the two things move in a vicious circle; 
the acquisition of the “clutter’’ and its subsequent use 
and care helps to create the economic insecurity. 
One of the needs of this period of civilization is the 
discerning heart or mind which can separate the help­ 
ful and leisure-promoting mechanisms from those that 
clutter and suffocate.
